Nothing definite has boen learned locally
of the extiéut of the troubls or the amount of
the cowpnny’s assots or llabilities, Mr.
Jewott, manager of the locsl house, was
unnbly Iast night to muke any statoment.

The maln ofies and yards of the company
are fn Chieago whers Samuel R, Howell, the
prosigont lives and mnnages the busiuead.
The brasch at thls colty is run under the
name of the tlowell lumber compuny, and
another at Atchison is undor the firm style
of Howell & Co,

The local yards here form one of the
largest lumber interests in the city aod are
under the management of Mr, H, N, Jewaolt,

The fwilure was the talk in  lumber
circles last night, The Howells
have  had the reputation of doing
business after o maoner of their own-
and hanve not found it necessary to let their
rivals kuow of their trade or commercial
transnctions, It has been generally upder-
stood among luinbermen for soma time that
the company has been unfortunate in its in-
vostmonts in timber Ilands in Kansas and
Texns nnd the failure is attributod in a lnrge
mfeasure to their unfortuoate deals which
havo boaen made by the branch
hiouses, Then aguin the company has had
trouble with the inter-state commerce com-
mission over alleged violatious of certain
rules ana a large amount of money has been
spent in ltigation over that matter,

Surprise has been expressed at the sale of
the locwl brancn to Mr, Chaffee Instead of
the [irst Natiopal bank of Chicago, which is
known to hove been  backing the company
for some time.

Fire caused a £0,000 loss in the yards of
thoe loecal comvany on April 2. The firm at
that thme carried an  fusurance of §240,000,
which is considered by lumbermen ns fully
covertng the valge of the stock now on hana.

*“I'he meoting ot the managers last Satur-
day was a mistake, I supposed it to be a
general movemoent endorsed by the higher
officials of all the romds and only learned
while the meoting wns in scssion that
the call had been issued by the Hock Island
and the lllinols Contral against the navice
af soverul other roads, Had [ kuown
this oarlier there would have been no roport
from Lhis roud at the meeting. Tho Alton
hias nothing to regret in the course it hos pue-
sued. Weoare firmly of the opinion today ns
wo aver were that it is the duvy of the mom-
bers of the association to live up to the
agrecment aud Chairman Finloy's rulings
contlicted with it, Ho bias no right to mako
a ruling not sutherized or cousistont with
the agreement.  We have been urgod to ap-
peal from his deeision and let the gsscclation
deeclde the matter, 1f wo did that wa would
be obliged to nbide by the association's ver-
dict, nud 1t is practically certain that twe-
thirds ‘of tone members would vole
to sustain the chairman, if for no other pur-
posa than to punish the Alton for is refusal
to join the Western Traflle associntion, The
only course lett open to us would be with-
drawal from the associntion. We prefer to
lot them throw us out, as they hiave dong, and
80 Lako upon themsclves the odinm of causing
whatever trouble may follow.

statement of facts at tho general term in May,
The amount of the tax In the case of tho
Nickel Plate (principal and interest)
is ovgr 87,000. The court holds that when
Lwo or more corporations consolidato the con-
solidated corporation is a new corpnration
and becomes so by virtue of tho [lmrislom\ of
the state authorizing the consolidating und
thus orings it within the scope of the aot of
1886, which Imposes a tax of one-cighth of 1
por cent upon the capital stock of every cor-
peration [ncorporated under the laws of that
atate, to be pald ot the time of mcorporation
and as a licenso for tho privilege of incorpor.
ation. Tho court bolds that the companies
must pay the tax and directs judgment to be
entered, ‘Thoe cases were argued by Hon.
Samuel E. Villiams of Cleveland, O., as
counsol for the Nickle Plate, These

WOULD NURDER NEAL'SCUARD

Dircovery of Plans for the Ralease of Allan
Jones' Slayer,

JAILBIRDS IMPLICATED N THE PLOT.

Jailor Horrigan Intercepts a Letter
That Revealed the Scheme-Ho
Fearsa That Neal May Polson
Himself

When Ed Noal, the condomned murderer
of Allan and Dorothy Jones, received word
that the supreme court had confirmed the
sentence of doath in his caso nud fixed tho
day for his execution, ho remarked

Iy fe m long time untll Octobor, '

He wis probaoly thinking then of a plan
for his eseape which has boon maturing for
some months and the first tangible evidencas
of which was minde manifest on Friday ove-
ning tnst,

Eversinee Neal's teial;a womnn of tho
town known as Jo Clark las been ln com-
munication with him by one moans or anoth-
er. She was allowed 10 send him uotes and
baforo the death watch was placed over the
condemnod man she was given an occaslional
chance to converse with him

All of the letters walch she wrote hiim wero
filled with maudiin  expressions of afootion
and somo of thom with dosperate statoments
of what sno would do to savae him from his
fale.

These were cansidersd harmless by the
officers of the fnll and but lttle attention
were pafd to them until the Inst aecree of the
suprome court in the murdarer's chse. When
this was eeeoived Jailor Horeigan prompuly
fasued an order prohibiting the woman from
holding nny prvate couference with Neal or
sonalng him any notas,

A fow davs ago nowever Mr. Horrngan be-
came convinead that the woman and Neal
woere in communication and he st ouce took
ateps to detect the means cuiployed for thoe
purpose. ‘' Clark womnn oalled  every
evening and talked with the murderer from
the wall at the south side of tho jail, but as
this conversation was heard by the jailer and
the guards no attempt was mado to stop it

Onoe of those talks, however, furnished
Juller Horrlgan o elue. A word was dropped
which led him to suspect that the woman
wns trying to get' word to the murderar
through one of the prisonors in the jail.

Mr. Horrigan went to work and soon dls-
covered the means emnployed by the desperate
woman to communicate with her condemned
lover. It was found that the lettor had to
pass through the hands of four partics In
order to reach Neal,

Pat Ford, jr., was serving a 50 fino out,
and Mr. Horrigan found that he hind a hand
s the affair. Young PFord hoad been given
some privileges about the jail, and when his
treachery boonmo kuown Jaller Horrigan
went after him and gave lilm s lesson
in  prison diseipline.  The jailer simply
throshed the offender in the most approved
stvlo of the art and  plaged him in  soclusion
until tho expiration of his term the noxt
day.

Fallowing the cluo which was panning out
s0 well Mr. Horrigan securoed the letter from
the Clark woman before it reached Neal's
hands,

The letter was o revelation. It contalnad
a plan for a cold-blooded  atteémpt at murder
if necessury to secure Neal's relonse,

The Clark woman wrote, in a lot of maud-
lin gush, that FErnest Roymond, one of the
jallbirds, would watch his opportunity to
overpower Decker, the assistnnt jailor, some
time when ho was alone, and would socare
the keys and release Neal.

If 1t cost tho life of every man in the jail,
the desperate woman wrote, it would ba bet-
ter than that Neual should suffer the death
denalty,

Thia statemoent confirmed tho suspicions of
Jailer Horrigan, who bas thought for some
tima that Raymond was staying o the coun-
ty jail for some parpose. Tho young man is
neonvicy bird from the Stillwnter poniten-
tiary and is known in police circles ns **Still-
water,”  His right name is Eenest Raymond
and he hins spent six months of the nine that
be hus been in the city in the county jnil on
varlous charges, He s now velieved to have
beon in a conspiracy with the Clark woman
to secure Neal's release from jail and to huve
resorted to petty offenses in order to keep in
Juil and carry out his plans,

Mr. Horrigan at once gave Raymond a
tasto of solitary confinement und turned the
woman's note over to Sheriff Boyd.

Mpr. Deckor, the assistant jailor, agalnst
whom the assanlt was planned 18 an elderly
min and I8 frequently in charge of the jail
when Mr, Horrigan is absent. Tho plan to
pssaulthim 13 laughed at by tho jallors, as
they claim that even if such an attempt were
suecessful Neal’s dosth wateh and others in
tha juil who are are friendly would be able
to successfully resist any attempt to release
the murderor,

Juiler Horrigon says ho has bad a groat
deal of troudle in preveuting Neal ana his
inamorata from exchauging notes, Saveral

wrties who are in jail on petty offenses have
en allowed some privileges. They do the

cooking and wait on the tables, It
8 to S0me of these Jmupln
that the Clark womnun sent notes and they

would smuggle them into Weal with his
meals and return his answers to hor, Me,
Horrigan says he has finally suceeedon in
stopping this and now has only oue fear and
that is that the woman will get poison to
Neal and that ho will take 11,

“Do yutt think Neal would take poison if
he could 1" was asked.

“1 do,"" roplied Mr. Horrigan, “The womnan
s desperate and would rather see Neol sui-
cide than to have him honeod, Nealis a
coward nnd would rather swallow polsun
than have his nock strotched. ™
